Here- 
unto I anſwer, 1. As the Husband- 
man beſtowerth the ſame pains, upon 
the tares as upon the whear, before 
the tares appear to him to be tares3 
ſothe Apoſtle might preach Chriſt 
ro the wicked, as well as to the god- 
ly, they being rogether in a mixt aſ- 
ſembly, before the wicked appeared 
to him to be wicked: buryer as. the 
husbdand-man ' rakes pains for the 
wheats fake, and nor for the tares 
fake; ſo Paul might preach Chriſt, for 
the godly's ſake, and nor for the wic- 
ked's ſake: and ir is evident in the 
Text to be ſo: for Paul diretts his 
ſpeech unto the godly in the Aſſem- 
bly, ro thoſe that feared God, Atts 13. 
16. 26, excluding the wicked : for 
when in an Afﬀembly, there are both 
godly and wicked, if the miniſter di- 
reQs his ſpeech to the godly, he ex- 
cludes the wicked 3 or if he diretts 
an uſe ro the wicked, he excludes the 
godly.

If Chriſt died for all men , then God 
the Father loved all men, and that with. 
a ſpecial and incomparable love. My 
reaſon here is > Becauſe God the Fa- 
ther gave his Son ,- yea his onely Son 
to death for them : now for a Father 
to deliver up to death his Son, yea 
his onely Son, for a manzthis bewrays 
love to that man, yea matches love:—* 
See arext forit , Jon 3.16. God ſo 
loved the world, that be gave his onely 
begotten 
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begotten Son, &c. What greater love 
than this did ever God ſhew tothe 
world, than when he gave his onely 
begotren Ss7 ro die for them? 

But God the Father did rot love all 
mer, with a ſpecial and: incomparable 
love. This I thus prove: Becauſe 
there are, and ever were many unbe- 
lieving wicked and impenitent men 
in the world, who lived and died in 
Gods hatred : 1 have loved Jacob,and 
havebated Eſau , Roms. 9.13. and ſee 
Kom. 9. 722. The wicked, and him that 
loveth imiquitic, doth his ſoul hate, Pſal. 
IT. 5. Thou hateſt them that work nv- 
qnitie, Pfal. 5. 5, 6. 

Therefore Chriſt did not dic for all 
men. 
 Toavoid the ſtrength of this Ar- 
gument, Arminians, peri haps, will an- 
ſwer thus, That God loved all men as 
ſmners, but hateth them as impeni- 
rent ſinners, &c. Hereunto I reply, 
That this is a diſtinion unheard of, 
and no where grounded in the Scti- 
ptures that I know of , and therefore 
Itis to berejzefted. Thar God loverth 
all men, as his creatures, may paſs as 


a ſound poſition; but that God loveth _ 


allmen, as finners , and thatwithan 
mncom- 
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incomparable and matchles love, is to 
memoſt unſound : for a thing conſ1- 
dered as evil, is no object of love, bur 
of hatred : and ſo much for my fifch 
Argument. 

Thus I have by five Arguments 
proved, That Chriſt died not, for all 
men: and fo I have finiſhed the firſt 
thing propounded at the beginning: 
and now I come to the ſecond, which 
is to make anſwer unto the Texts of 
Scripture, brought by Arminians to 
prove, That Chriſt died for all men. 


An Anſwer unto the Texts 
alleadged by Arminians,to prove an 
Univerſal Redemption:

] debt muſt not be twice payed:where- 


fore to alleadge a reafon from 1udas 
his wnbrlief , why God may damn 
him in the nexr life , is raalleadge a 
reaſon , why God may deal unjuſtly 
in the next life. 

Now what they ſhould fay to this 
I cannot deviſe, unleſs they will di- 
ſtinguiſh of Iudas his fins , and fo 
make an hotchpotch of the work of 
Redemption , ſaying , thar Chriſt died 
for ſome of 1Iudas his fins , bur not for 
all, as not for his unbelief : and then 
it will follow , that Chriſt is made an 
half Saviour, or a partial Saviour : and 
Chriſt died for ſome of Iudas his fins, 
and Iudas dierh for other Tome of his

fins fave that one of unbelicf , and 
Iudas is now in Hell for no ſins come 
mirted , but ſuffers onely for.one fin, 
namely his unbelief : theſe are ab- 
ſurd and groundlefs fantaſies, newr 
broched by any Chriſtian man, un- 
leſs Armmians will be the firſt. 2, $6 
faying , they contradit themſelves; 
for if Chriſt died nor for unbelieh, 
then he died not for all men : for ma- 
ny men are unbelievers, 2.7heſ. 3.4 


Chriſts dearh was for believers , o« / 


for uabelievers : we ſay, it was for be- 
lievers , ergo they muſt hold , tharke 
was for unbelievers. So much touch» 
ing their anſwer ; and now I come to 
their ſimilitodes, and firſt to thar of: a 
Phy fician. 

1 This ſimily of a Phyſccian, is al- 
rogether impertinent to their pur- 
.pole 3 for by this ſimily ic is cleared, 
that God in juſtice may damn Fade 
once , becauſe he refuleth to believe; 
bur ir doth not clear that which is in 
queſtion, which is, that God in juſtice 
may damn 7udas twice for his fin of 
uvabelief ; that is , once in his ſurery 
Chriſt , and once more in his own 


perſon ; this is high injuſtice: no fimi- | 


litudes may or can make God to be 
unjuſt. it 
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If che patient refoſerh ro receive 


! and apply the potion , he is ro bear 


the blame 3 bur it is not ſo in Fudas, 
if he refuſeth ro believe and apply 
Chriſt : becauſe if Chriſt died for Fu+ 
das abſolutely, and withour reſpe& 
to his belief or unbelief, as Armi- 
nians ſay, then he is not bound to 
believe in Chriſt, as a means ro free 
him from damnarion 3 for Chrift hath 
already ſuffered his damnarion for 
him , before God the Farher required 
any faith in him, when he died for 
him, conſdered as a finner or unhe- 
liever : fo Fu1as is not to be blamed 


"for nor believing 3 ſince Chriſt in dy- 


ing for him and in his room , required 
or reſpetted no faith in him 3 and iris 


'r00 late for God the Father,ro require 
the condition of fairh in him , after

Further , though in Phyſick , the 
patient is to apply the potion to avoid 
death , yet it 13 not ſo in the porion 
of Chriſts deathyto free us from dearh: 
for here man is to do nothing , bar ro 
be paſſeve , if Chriſt died for all un» 
believers 3 bur it is God who is to 


make Ty - to apply —

death to men, whether they believe 
of believe not: becauſe he received 
and accepted Chriſts death for all men, 


believers or nor belicvers: in what | 


condition Chriſt gave himſelf for 
men, in ſuch condition God yecetved 
Chriſt for men. 

1\ Though a Phyſician tenders a 
potion to his patient,ſo as he refuſeth 
to apply it he muſt die yet ir is nor 


ſo to beapplicd , asif God tendered 
Chriſt upon the condition of faith, 


ſo as if they refuſe ro believe they 
muſt be damned: for ir is abſurd to 
think or ſay, that afrer God had re- 
ccived and accepted of Chriſt and his 
death for men , without any conditi- 
on at all, be ir faith or any other; he 
ſhould afrerwards require a conditi- 


on, or tender Chriſt upon a condition ' 


of faith. God having received Chriſts 


death for men without condition , he * 


hath no tender to make unto men 
Row , but to tender them juſtificati- 
on, glorification, and freedom from 
copdemnation ; this or nothing 1s to 
be tendered : for after God hath pu- 
niſhed and damaned a man in Clift, it 


is moſt abſurd to think , he ſhould 
rhen require of him , faith as a condi- 
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tion- and means to free him from 
damnation. Thus much for the fimi- 
le of a Phyſecia-. 

2 As for the other ſimile of a King 
and the Caprives, this is alio imperrt- 
nent: for 1. Be ic ſo, that Zudas and 
other captives do deſpiſe Chriſts ran- 
ſom, and faith the means of it, yet this 
will not clear God of injuſtice, if he 
puniſh Zudas twice; once in Chriſt his 
ſuretie , and once again in his own 
perſon :.no fimile can make God vn- 
juſt, or ro puniſh one man or one ſia 
twice : God in juſtice may puniſh 7«- 
d.zs his diſpiſing once, as in Chriſt , or 


| in Zudas; but not twice , as in Chriſt 


and in Fudas both. 2. This fimile 
15 unfir for rhe purpoſe, and therefore 
to be rejeRed: if itwere fitted to our 
queſtion, ir ſhould be thus framed: A 
King having many ſubjetts in captivicy 
to a forreign King, pays their ranſom 
by his ſon, who is put into captivitie 
for them,and lies there in their room3 
bur they deſpiſe their libertie , chooſe 
to live in captivitie ſtill; wherefore 
the forreign King, may keep both the 
Kings ſon, and the captives alſoin pri- 
ſon and captivitie : can the forreign 
King do this injuſtice ? So _

for their ſecond fimilitude. 

I cannot imagine what Arminians 
ſhould ſay to evade theſe things,unleſs 
they will coyn a newdiſtin&ion, and 

» ſtrange to Chriſtian ears, and ſo make 
a hotchpotch of rhe work of Redempti- 
01, ſaying, that: Cfiriſt died for ſome of 

a mans fins, but not for all his ſins , «s 
not for his final unbelief, or new inf- 


d:litie, or infidelitie unrepented- of, 


as they expreſs it: and- then they 
think to evade all by this anſwer, that 
God puniſhed Chriſt for all 7udas his 
fins, excepting his infidelirie, and pu- 

. niſhed Zudas for his infidelitie ; and 
fo God puniſheth no ſin twice , nor is 
he unjuſt. But to this new diſtinRion 
I thus reply. 

1 Ir mech Chriſt ro be bur a par- 
rial Saviour,or an half Saviour : for by 
this diſtinRion they ſay, Chriſt died 
for ſome, or many of a mans fins , bur 
not for all; for not for unbelief. 2. It 


makerh Chriſt co die for ſome of F«- 


das bis fins, and Zudas himſelf to die 
for other ſome of his fins. 3- It ma- 
keth Fudas and other wicked men 
and unbelievers , ro ſuffer hell tor- 
ments, for none of all their horrible 
3nd abominable. fins - commurr * in 
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; their life time 3 bur one]y for rheir fi- 

nal unbelief : for they ſay', Chriſt di- 

ed and ſuffered for all their other fins. 

Now to fay that wicked men do not 

ſuffer in hell, for their other horrible 

fins beſides infidelitie , is not onely 

abſurd, bur manifeſtly falſe: as is tro be 

ſeen Matth. 25. 41,42, 43. John 5. 

29. Rom. 2.6,8,9. Fude 7. Revel. 21. 

8. where we ſce , that wicked men 
'S ſuffer in hell, for their #nmercajulneſs, 
| contention, uarighteauſne(s, fornication, 
| muzrther, ſercerie , idolatrie , and tyes: 
ſoyou ſee, they can make no evaſion , 
| bur by coyning of a new diſtinCtian, 
which makes an hotchpotch of the 
| | workof Redemprion, and is not one- 
ly abſurd, bat alfo manifeſtly falſe, as 
is proved. 2. If Chriſt died nor for 
'4 new infidelitie, then he died nor for 
all men : for many believe not after 
inviration by the Goſpel preached , 
which they call, new infidelitie , Johz 
12. 37, "So much for confucation of 
the Arminian anſwer , ing to os, 
that therefore God may juſtly Ja- 
das, becauſe be wil not belicve. Now 
their ax/wer being confuted, our obje- 
Aim remains good , namely, that if 
Chit dicd for all men, then RET 
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lows, that no man ſhall be damned, * 


but that Z#das and all men ſhall be 


ſaved. And fol come to the fourth. 


and laſt thing propounded ro be 
handled, which is, A Confatation of 
their diſtindtion of 1mpetration and 
Application.

The diſtinition of Impetra- 
tion and Application 
confuted. 


UArſt we muſt know what Armini- 
ans underſtand by theſe terms. By 
impetraticnthey underſtand the death 
and paſſion of Chriſt, whereby he me- 
rited remiflion of fins and juſtification 
for all men. By application, they un- 
derſtand the fruit and benefit of 
Chriſts death and paſlion; which is(as 
I conceive it my be ) whe real and 
actual remiſſion of fins and juſtificati- 
on, applied unto the faithfull. The 
former,namely Impetration,is proper. 
to God the Son: the latter, namely 
—— , is proper unto God the 
Father. Furthermore , they place 


Faith, between Imperration and Ap- 


plicati- 
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plication ; fo as though Chriſt died 
and impetrated for all men , yer Gad 
juſtifics , and' makes application of 
Chriſts death unto behevers onely : 
now the better ro help on the matrer, 
they ſay, thar theſe being adts of grace 
and fat o#7,God may according to his 
infinite wiſdom,order them according 
to his moſt free willahe which words, 
as I take it, are inrelation to 
Faich, that God may place it before 
or afrer imperrarion, as it pleaſeth his 
wiſdom: Having thus opened their 
meaning, I thns proceed. 

As for this diſtinion of Impetrati- 
on and Application , I acknowledge 
it: for as itis Chriſt rhat died or im- 
perrated for os, 17 ir is God that juſti- 
fieth us, and makes application of 
Chriſts deathunto us, Foma.8.33. And 
I am content, that they call what 
Chriſt did for us on the Croſs, Impe- 
tration 3 and what God doth for us in 
relation toit, and by virtue of ir, Ap-« 
plication: but I miſſike of their divi- 
fon, that they ſhould divide the works 
of Chriſt and God ; fo as if Chriſt 
ſhould impetrate and die for many 
men , to whom God makes no appli- 


cation of Chriſts death : for they fay,

vers and unbelievers, but God applies 
Chriſts death for ; uſtification tO be- 
lievers onely : now thus the Works of 
Chriſtand God, do not concurr in the 
ſame perſons , bur are divided: for 
God makes no application unto many 
men, for whom Chiiſt made imperra- 
rion, - On the 
the works of Gawthe Father,and God 
the Son, are undivided : diſtinguiſhed 
they may be, but divided they may 
nor be : they always concurr as touch 
ing the ſame perſons3 to whomſoever 
God makes application , to and for 
thoſe and none other Chriſt made im- 


petrarionz and for whomſoever Chriſt 


imperrated, to thole and to all thoſe 
God makes application And as touch- 
ing faith , we hold, that as God re» 
ſpedteth fairh in application, ſo Chyiſt 
reſpe&erh faith in umperration, fo as 
faith is precedent in both: and ſo God 
and Chriſt, had reſpett unto the ſame 

and unto the ſame qualifica- 
tion of the perſons : bur that faith i 
ro come between impetration

make application & ſet men free from | 
their fins and condemnation. 

I know nothing they have to ſay,to 
free themſelves of this abſurdity bur 
this , that both the Kings, Chriſt and 
God, were at the firſt agreed on the 
fame terms, as thus: they both agreed, 
thar Chriſt ſhould imperrate and die 
for all men abſolurely , without confi- 
deration of any faith in them but that 
God ſhould apply Chriſts death ro 
none bur believers , or to ſuch as did 
-fuſt believe : To this I reply,that chis' 
occaſion is guilty of theſe abſurdities. 

1 That the King ſhould pur his one- 
ly ſon , tolive in thraldom and bond- 


age 3 and his fon ſhould willingly en- -. 
dure all this rafſery, for millions, even * 
the greater number of his ſabjedts in + 


captivity , whom he foreſaw and knew 
well , ſhould nor be a ruſh the better 
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for it , becauſe they would not keep 
the condition agreed on. Will any wiſe 
man, give and pay a certain price cer - 
tainly,for an uncertain pofſeſlion,be it 
of houſe or land ? much lefs will any 
pay aforehand, for that land or houſe, 
which he foreſees he ſhall never en- 
joy? yet ſuch a purchaſer they make 
Chriſt ro be by this agreement. 

The abſurdneſs alſo of this may a 
pear by. this ſimile : Ab7abam boughe 
of the Hittites, for 400 ſhekels of il- 
ver,a field to bury his wife inzand up- 
on the mp of the mony,the field 
was delivered to him for a poſſeffion, 
Gen.23.16, &c. now is it not abſurd 
to imagine,that Abrabam and the Hit- 
tites, ſhould both be agreed, that A4-

this caſe frivolous ? If Chriſt did :mpe- 
trate and die for ludas and in his 
ſtead, then Iudas hath ſuffered death 
by his Suretie Chriſt; what need then 

is there of faith in Zudas, as 4 means to * 
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
